Defeat 
for 
Lady 


Wolseley. 


SAN FRANCISCO, November 30.— The 


celebrated Murphy will conteBt, which 
has agitated .California society circles 
for several months, was decided in tbe 
state supreme court today by tbe over- 
ruling of the decision rendered by Judge 
Henshaw of the superior court of Ala- 
incda county. The decision today sus- 
tains and orders probated the will of 
Anna L. Murphy, who died in London, 
England, in 1891. It is a signal victory 
for tbe three unmarried daughters. 
Mary Helen, Frances Josephine and 
Mary Margaret Isabella, and a crushlmg 
defeat for the other daughter, Lady 
Anna T. Wolfleley of England, and 
brother* Samuel J. and Daniel T. Mur- 
phy. 


When the widowed mother died ehe 


left a will bequeathing moat of an estate 
valued at several hundred thousand dol- 
lars to her three unmarried daughters, 
stating that her three other children 
had already been well provided for. 
Lady Woleeley began u contest, alleging 
that her mother was of unsound mind 
when she executed the will, and that 
elie had been unduly influenced by the 
unmarried daughters. After a bitter 
contest in the superior court of Alameda 
county Lady Wolseluy won her case, 
and a decree was entered setting aside 
the will. It was this decision that wait 
knocked out today on an unpoal by tbo 
three sisters.

Hart tried to 
make Boole say that Judge Armstrong 
had tried to influence him, but witness 
insisted that Tod hunter was the only 
man who had approached him. He ad- 
mitted, however, that A detective named 
Horn had given him a pass to Wood- 
land, and that Judge Armstrong had 
given him a return pass. Soule testified 
that he had seen the carriage and that 
Hatch was not in it.

It was thus that 
ex-Senator John J.Ingalls yesterday de- 
scribed UIB late Levelling regime in 
Kansas. He came to this city from 
Boston, where he delivered a lecture, 
and was found at the Grand Union, 
hotel. 


"Populism," he said, "has reached 


its culmination. It has made a remark- 
able impression upon tbe legislation of 
congress. The income tax is absolutely 
and unequivocally a Populist measure. 
It was advocated by neither the Repub- 
lican nor the Democratic party. The 
Populist platform alone contained a ref- 
erence to such a tax. The income tax 
is a measure of immense significance. 
The Populist cruoade was a campaign ol 
spoliation. X do .not regard tbe election 
of this year as in any sense a certificate 
of unqualified confidence in tbe Repub- 
lican party. Democracy met defeat be- 
cause it has demonstrated its con- 
spicuous and unequaled incapacity to 
deal rightly with present-day problems. 


"Tbe elections mean simply that tbe 


Republican party lias another chance. 
If the Republican leaders accept the op- 
portunity presented we shall win in 
1890, but the tariff will not be the great 
issue, nor will any candicatc be success- 
ful whose position is not known upon 
other and, 1 believe, far more moment- 
ous questions. The wealth of the rich, 
the poverty of tho poor, the exclusive 
and menacing power of great corpora- 
tions, the strangulation of trade by a 
vicious financial system, and the more 
general diffusion of prosperity among 
the masses—these are the vital questions 
of today. Whichever party shall reveal 
its capacity to deal intelligently and suc- 
cessfully with these problems will hold 
the reins of government.

Report of Acting Superin- 


tendent Gale. 


SHEEP 
STRONGLY 
CONDEMNED 


Suggestiou That Sequoia Park be 


Greatly Enlarged—Taking 


Settlers' Land P. 


OapUln G. H. G. Gale, of tbe United 


States army, the acting superintendent 
of the government parks in the Sierri 
Nevada mountains, reports to the secre- 
tary of the interior many facts and 
makes several recommendations concern- 
ing these parks. 
In speaking of the 


Yoaemito park he calls attention to the 
tact that tbe homesteads occupied by a 
large portion of these people are ear 
rounded very generally by land not the 
property of tbe government, but taken 
up by private parties, most frequently 
under tbe timber laws. He eaya this 
[and 
is undoubtedly private property, 


and grave doubt is expressed as to the 
authority for troops to interfere with 
any stock which may Jue found at largo 
thereupon. 
These lands have no 


marked boundaries and it is impractica- 
ble for a patrol to locate their corners in 
the short time he has at hie disposal. 


It is urged that tbe government 


should buy up these lauds at a reasona- 
ble valuation, in order that the park 
may not be encumbered by private land 
claims within its boundaries. In some 
instances people have owned land for 
twenty years or more within tbe park 
borders, and it would work a hardship 
on them to have to get out, as they have 
permanent homes there. 
Until such 


time as this policy may bo carried out, 
it is recommended that all private own- 
ers within tbe park be required to fence 
their lands. 
It is recommended that portions of 


the park be cut off and thrown outside 
the reservation, to become ordinary 
government land. This refers to the 
bract north of the Tuolumne ,river, and 
the southeast and southwest corners, 
which have little of interest to the 
tourist. 


It IB recommended that the whole of 


iho Grant reservation be inclosed with 


wire fence to keep cattle out. 
The 
report 
recommends 
several 


changes and improvements for the Se- 
quoia park, one of which ia the building 
)I.a road into it and the erection of ho- 
tels for the accommodation of tourists, 
nid that the hotels be let on reasonable 
eases. 


Tbe captain says there should be bet- 
jr marks to indicate the boundary lines 
to the park, for etockmen frequently 
iross tbe borders without Knowing it. 
Mora effective means should also be 
provided for the arrest and ponisument 
of those who willfully trespass on the 
reservation. 


The owner of sheep will not enjoy the 


'ecommciidation concerning them. It 
s nothing less than tbo txtension of 
.lie reservation 
entirely 
across the 


things river country so as to shut the 
sheep out of that whole section of coun- 
;ry. Tho captain in his report says 
ihat such a measure "would be hailed 
1th delight by the tourists, llslicrinon 


and sportsmen." 


The superintendent, has made tbe dis- 


covery that it is sheep and not cattle 
hat are ruining the reservation. "Cut- 
.le," he says, "do no more harm than if 
they were deer or other wild beasts." 


But ho pictured 
the 
desolation 


wrought by sheen us something sad to 
contemplate. 
He says they strip all 


vegetation from the hills, leaving them 
ike deserts, where it will take years for 
mother growth to start, if in fact, there 
will ever bo any more vegetation. In 
addition to this devastation on tha hill- 
ides, the superintendent says the mead- 
JWB are ruined by the sheep which 
.ramp the ground into dust on the hill 
idea and tbe ralna wash thia soil down 
nto the meadowa, and cover them with 
edimcnt which kills the grass. 
The statement is made that forest 


Ires have dono but little damage of late 
o tbe parka.

LINDROSE SPEAKS. 


Says the Sate of His Own Raisins 


is His Own Business. 


EniToit 
KKi'uuut^AN:—In complying 


with tbe Expositor's request, to "get 
into print and write something interest- 
ing upon tbe sale of raisins," permit me 
to eay that I will not promise that my 
communication will be so very interest 
ing to tbe Expositor, yet, having prom 
ieed, I will, nevertheless, state the facts 
ae follows: The constitution and by 
laws of the combine, in a nutshell, pr~ 
vides that the raiein combine should 1 
constructed upon these four corn 
stones: first, a fixed cash price in tl 
sweat-box graded and packed, and I, 
all raisins sold; second, all raiebe to |e 
sold at caeh f.o.b., Fresno; third, to 
raisins to be ehipped eaat unsold, hut 
stored in California till sold; fourth, 
packers to put up $10,000 or less'tn 
cash, to be forfeited to the growers'if 
members of the combine violated ;aSy 
stipulations of the constitution and by- 
laws. The balance of the material to 
be used in tbe building of thia "com- 
bine" waa to be of a similar kind as 
these four corner stones, as can also he 
seen by the plan, the constitution and 
by-laws governing, and upon which tbe 
combine was to bo constructed. 


Believing that tbe combine would be 


xmducted as proposed, I used what 
ittle influence I did possess to induce 
growers to join, thinking that this 
•mixed affair" might carry us through 
this season, because the $10,000 guar- 
ntee by tbe commission packers would 
lold them to the laws governing the 
combine, and that next season we might 
>oasibly be able to form a. union of 
'growers only," which is our only sal- 
vation. 


Finding that the four cornerstonee 


above enumerated were never laid, and 
,he combine never constructed, but only 
talked about, and the raisins were being 
crowded into market, as heretofore at 
ow prices, I resolved to look in other 
quarters for the disposal of raisins. 


But not beliviug it to be one of tbe 


duties ot a good citizen to be in a great 
mrry about informing the Expositor 
about my own private business, 1 trust 
that the Expositor will not be offended 
when I say the. sale of my raisins is my 
iwn business. However I have no ob- 
ection to informing any one who soeka 
rbe information in a proper language 
and spirit. 


In the mean time, I will remind the 


Expositor of the "Kelly resolutions" 
ipon the raisin situations published in 
.he Fresno papers at the time when Mr. 
Kelly resigned as director, and, like the 
writer, looked in other quarters for the 
disposal of his raisins. 


The Kelly resolutions proposed to lay 
be "four cornerstones," herein pre- 
viously mentioned, and begin the con- 
struction of tho combine (not only talk 
about it) or at least lay the "chief cor- 
nerstone"—put up the 110,000 forfeit 
noney as a guarantee, as a beginning of 
be structure. We all kuow that be- 
latist) none of these cornerstones were 
-vid, and because tho combine, like our 
u,!iny Fresno railroads, existed only on 
taper, Mr. Kelly, like the writer, had no 
imw to waste in vainly trying to induce 
he "powers behind tho throne" to ho- 
jm the construction of the proposed 
raisin combine, which hud buen so beau- 
tifully laid out on paper.

TAINED. 


Senntor John Sliennun hnu been in* 


terviewed by ;i Washington paper, mid 
ears that his recent remarks regarding 
tho !ote election nnd its relations to the 
tariff question have been misinterpret- 
ed. He nays: "There is nothing in 
any statement I have made about Hie 
election or the McKinley law that can 
be construed in any way as a reflection 
upon the 
distinguished Republican 


whose name tbe act heare. On the con- 
trary,.! look upon the recent election as 
an indorsement of the general protec- 
tive policy of the Republican party, and 
the McKinley act as the beet expression 
of tbat policy this country has ever 
seen. Jt u, perhaps, not perfect; few 
tariff bills are, but its whole tenor and 
purpose 
mast 
meet 
the 
sanction 


, and approval of -Republicane. When 
it cornea to the question of sched- 
ules—the details of such 
a meas- 


ure—there may be an honest difference 
of opinion as to how high or low certain 
rates should be placed. 
There were 


items iu tbe Republican act upon which 
some thought the duty too high, but 
every man in that great party thought 
the McKinley act, as a whole, as repre- 
sentative of tbe general policy of the 
party that enacted it into a law. The 
last election rauel justly, therefore, be 
accepted as a general indoreementof the 
principles of the McKinley act and of 
Republican ideas and policies, and a 
rebuke to the motives tbat actuate the 


reasonable proflt above the cost of car- 
rlaKe, aud the decision of the court, if 
based on Jact, cannot be criticised. This 
shows tho tendency iu some portions of 
the country to go lo extremes in tho 
matter of regulating rates of transnorta- 
tion, nnd it also 
brings 
to mind 


the fact that no such tendency has over 
been exhibited in this state. An appeal 
to the courts :n California lo prevent 
the confiscation of railroad property by 
the railroad commission would provoke 
llie mirlh of a graven imago. It would 
be equivalent lo the corporation bring- 
ing nn action lo restrain ilself. 


party now dominant in national af- 
faire." 


There has been a good deal aaid about 


tbe enggestions regarding a conservative 
course on the tariff question by certain 
Republican leaders, and an effort has 
been made by the free traders to con- 
strue those utterances to mean that the 
Republican party contemplates the 
abandonment of protection. This con- 
struction 
is 
entirely unwarranted. 


While it ie not at all probable that the 
Republican party, when it comes fully 
into power again, will re-enact the Mc- 
Kinley law, thure is not the slightest 
doubt that the principles upon which 
that law ia founded, will be fully sus- 
tained and the provisions necessary to 
amplify and perfect the protective sys- 
tem will be put in force by tbe Repub- 
lican party. 
No entirely satisfactory 


tariff measure baa ever been enacted, 
and while the McKinley law is the near- 
est approach thereto, undoubtedly in 
the light of experience and changed con- 
ditions, material modifications will be 
found advisable. 


There is another reason why tariff re- 


vision must hereafter be conservative in 
its nature, that cannot be ignored. Con- 
stant and radical changes in import 
duties have proven to be disastrous to 
business interests. 
Some concessions 


must be made in the interests of stabil- 
ity, and unquestionably a conservative 
system of protection will be less subject 
to assault and less liable to change than 
one which is more radical in its pro- 
visions. As a mutter of fact a system of 
moderate protection will bo practically 
unassailable, and business stability and 
certainty demands the enactment of 
such a tariff. 


Without abatinc one feature ot the 


protective principle, or conceding a sin- 
gle point to free trade theorists, the Re- 
publican party can revise the tariff 
when the duty devolves npou U without 
materially unsettling bueinees or open- 
ing the way to fresh assaults ou the 
cpecioua plea of the free traders that 
"tariff reform" is necessary. 


A thorough but conservative system 


of protection, based on the amount of 
protection necessary to sustain Amer- 
ican labor in the superior standard of 
wages and living! which it is entitled to 
enjoy, is what this country needs, and 
we believe the Republican party has 
the wisdom and will be Riven the power 
to bring about that desired result. 


CONBUMKKH of clothes will derive but 


little benefit from the^reduction of the 
tariff on wool to a free trade basis. Any 
idea of this kind is an illusion. It will 
make a difference of not over $1,50 to 
$2, at the outside, ID a suit of clothes 
costing $15 and upward. Free wool 
may be of some benefit to manufactur- 
ers, in opening to them tbe markets of 
the world and thus giving them a 
greater latitude of selection, but so far 
as the final purchaser .of the manufac- 
tured product in concerned, little or no 
benefit will be' derived.—American Cul- 
tivator. 


This illustrates the gross folly of the 


Wilson bill ideaof putting raw materials 
on the free list for the alleged benefit of 
consumers. The industry of the pro- 
ducers of raw material is jeopardized if 
not absolutely destroyed, while tbe con- 
sumers continue to pay practically the 
eatnepriceflforthefiniehedproduct. Pro* 
tection must either be a comprehensive 
system or it must be abolished. Pro- 
tecting the manufacturer at the expense 
of the producers of raw material is an 
unjuet discrimination which must not 
permitted to exist,.

EniToit UKI-UHI-ICAN :—Having been 


the country visiting schools and spend- 
ing Thanksgiving for moat of the week, 
it was not until this morning that my 
attention was cnlleil to 
the 
article 


headed "Mild Demurrer," and signed 
"Teacher," in lust Wednesday morn- 
ing's RKI'I;»I.U:AN. 


The point in that article to which I 


would refer is that representing me as 
opposed to the use of tho stato spelling 
book in our public schools. If my lan- 
guage in institute was so strictly con- 
strued I very much regret it, for the 
spoiler being of the state series, one of 
the books adopted by legally constituted 
authority, I would feel that I was dis- 
loyal to tlie true discharge of my olliciiil 
duties if 1 advised aguinst its nee in our 
schools. Itul. I did desire to be under- 
stood most definitely as being opposed 
to teachers requiring children to learu 
long columns ol diflicult and uncommon 
words without reference to their mean* 
ing or use. 


Educators agree that the mirpoao of 


all spoiling is for the sake of composi- 
tion. Thu rational plan would there- 
fore Hcem to lirs to teach spelling in sen- 
tences aa soon aa the child, gets to sen- 
tences. 


Tlie use of the state speller, like the 


use of any other book, should be made 
with reference and adaption to the 
pupil anil the claei. I think our teach- 
ers may be reasonably well guided by 
following thu directions given in the 
county manual, both as to the method 
of teaching spelling and of using the 
state speller. 


I doubt very much if there is wisdom 


in spending time in learning to spell 
all the words that tho children use in 
their daily iceaone. It would he no 
great losi or lack of mental power for 
ninth grade pupils to fail to epell the 
rare and uncommon old Scotch won't* 
found in I-idy of tho Lake.
